Radioactive Cobalt No Menace fo Area, Fire Commissioners Told 


the outgrowth of a minor fire ; to meet with the district commis- 


Stanford Research Institute offi- 


icials Tuesday night achieved com- 


| plete success in convincing Mento 
|Park Fire District commissioners 
| that radioactive cobalt and other 
‘materials at their laboratories do 

not constitute a menace. to the safe- 
| ty of area residents. 

The assurances were given by 
| Dwight Adams, director of Stanford 
Village; Ralph Krause, manager of 
the research institute and Dr. Lawr- 
ence Richards, head of chemistry 
and physics research at SRI. 

They were supplemented by a let- 
ter to the commissioners, signed by 
;Dr. Paul Cook, head of radiation en- 
(gineering research at the institute, 
explaining the precautions taken to 
keep the radioactive cobalt on hand 
from harming individuals happen- 
ing near it. ; 

Investigation of safeguards sur- 

rounding the cobalt and- ‘other 
features of “the Jaberatories was 


about six weeks ago which result- 
ed, Dr. Richards said, from a 

“poorly set up” experiment. 

When firemen arrived on the 
scene, Fire District Chief Cuff ex- 
plained, a man identified as a lab- 
oratory technician told them that 
certain chemicals in the laboratory 
might explode. 

DENIED 

The possibility that this might 
happen was denied by Dr. Richards, 
since only “stable elements” were in 
use in the lahcratory where the fire 
occurred. He did -not deny that a 
statement about an explosion might 
have been made, but said it was 
completely erroneous. 

The blaze was electrical in origin. 

Investigation of the fire, how- 
ever, resulted in a meeting of fire 
district and Stanford Research In- 
stitute officials on Dec. 29, at

According to Dr. Cook’s letter and 
Krause, the radioactive cobalt is 
kept at the bottom of a 5-fogt sump, 
which is itself at the bottom of an 
eight-foot-deep water .tank. The 
water is circulated and filtered and

KEPT SAFE 

The cobalt, in the form of five 
telescoped tubes, 172 inches in diam- 
eter and a foot long, will be kept at 
the bottom of the tank until its ra- 
dioactivity is exhausted. 

wAccording to the researchers, it is 
absolutely safe under only three and 
a half feet of water; conditions un- 
der which it may be handled are 
rigidly controlled by the atomic en- 
ergy. commission. 

Krause stated that, under three 
and a half feet of water, amma 
ray radiation is about a fiftieth of

Only danger to firemen, he stated, 
would: be if, in the course of a blaze, 
the firemen were to pump excessive- 
ly frcm the tank in which the cobalt 
is kept, or fell in it. 


Even if the tank were dry, he con- 
tinued, danger would not be great 
unless the person risking exposure 
were standing over the top of the 
tank, since the rays are “stopped” 
by the sides of the tank. 


This view. was supported by Dr. 
Cook’s letter, which slso pointed 
out that any catastrophe, such as 
an atomie explosion, great enough 
to s atter the cobalt would in it- 
self ke so great damage from the 
research matecriai would ke rela- 
tively miner. 

Currently, irause said, the cobalt 
is peing used. in research designed 
to find a method of preserving 
packaged focd for, perha‘s, as long 
2s five years. This can be done if 
the package is sealed and then bac- 
teria sre killed inside of it through 
expesure to the gamma rays. 
OTHER FEATURES 

Turning their attention to cther 
features of the research institute, 
the commissioners ascertained that 
there were no explosives, used for 
laboratory purposes on the grounds. 
Some volatile substances, such as 
benzine, are in use in the labora- 
tories, but only in small amounts.

In this way bonds for a term-as 
long as 20 years can be secured at 
interest as low as two and one half 
per cent.

Justifiable pride is a wonderfal thing. 

An individual's pride in what he is and what he has done, a 
community's pride in the way it handles its own affairs—these are 
the stuff that makes a democracy worth having. 

It means personal dignity and the right of the individual, and 
it means the right of the people to run their own show. 


But this same pride is constantly in a state of conflict with 
‘itsclf—individual interest against group interest—and with other 
considerations, such as economy and efficiency. 

It boils down to the individual wanting to determine his own 
actions und not to be told what to do by someone else. Here we 
have the conflict of free enterprise versus government control or 
ownership. But then we find that government ownership, in a 
democracy, is theoretically control by the people through their 
representatives instead of leaving their concerns up to someone 
else.

This conflict of how much freedom and self-determination can 
be allowed to whom without infringing the freedoms and rights 
of others is one of the things that keeps a nation such as our alive 
and vital. 

At the same time it must constantly be kept in balance, and 
often it is hard to recognize the balance point until the scales 
start tipping. 


Local Examples Plentiful 

There are many examples at the local level. Right now we 
have two outstanding ones. 

We have the City of Menlo Park preparing to enter the public 
utilities field with the operation of a new municipal water depart- 
ment. The majority of the city still is te be served by the California 
Water Service Co., a privately owned public utility, but the city 
will run that portion of the old Willow Road Water District that 
lies within its boundaries. 

We approve of the city’s action, but it is a case in pomt—public 
ownership or free enterprise. 

A more involved example is the present attempt by ‘school 
districts of the area to find a way out of some of their problems 
by reorganizing their boundaries and administrative setups. 

County School Superintendent James Tormey apparently would 


like to unify the entire county into one large district. Local dis-} 


trict leaders are talking, however, on the one hand, of reducing 
district size by cutting Menlo-Atherton loose from Sequoia: and 
ou the other hand of enlarging their picture by combining the 
south county elementary districts. 


We agree with the local school leaders in their apparent feeling , 


that tiis area would do better running its own high school—if we 


re likely to remain, capable of supporting it.

workable situation which now exists, with pupils living across the 
street from Oak Knoll school in the Menlo Park Elementary dis- 
trict traveling all the way to Las Lomitas because the district 
boundary runs down the center of the street. 

We do not know the answer, and no one has yet come forth 
with a plan purporting to be the answer. But we hope that in 
discussion and planning the motives behind our wishes can be 
kept in perspective and in balance. 

Let’s recognize our pride in desire for local autonomy. That 


pride is, as we have said, one of the things that keeps this country 
what it is, and as such is worthy of encouragement. 
? ? So 


But let’s also give consideration to the ‘practicability of the 
proposals we consider. Can we carry the load, and will the results 
be worthy of our efforts? 

Perhaps we should give up autonomy to link all/our elementary 
schools together. Perhaps we should claim autonomy by breaking 
from Sequoia. Perhaps we'll be sorry if we take either step. 

Whatever we do, let’s try to keep our pride and other consid- 
erations in balance.

| Nears Completion

As the result of elections held on 
Jan. 6, it looks as if Menlo Park is 
finally going to be in the water busi- 
ness, probably kefore March 1. 

The elections themselves, howev- 
er, are only a small part of the plan- 
ning, legal work and study which 
have gone into the project thus far: 
some of these other phases of the 
project will be Giscussed here. 

Nor ate all the Jegal and organ- 
izational problems incident to the 
activation of Menlo Park’s waiter 
department finished, at this writ- 
ing. The county board of super- 
visers must meet, Jan. 20, to ean- 
vass votes of the election and to 
formally dissolve the Willow Road 
Water District, 80 per cent of 
wiich is in Meaio Park and which 
will be-cme the first area to be 
served by the new municipal wa- 
ter devartment. 

The other 20 per cent of the Wil- 
jlow Road district will be formally 
| aniiesced to the Ravenswood Water 
District. 

Foliowing these legal steps, the 
iphysical properties of the former 
| Willow Road agency will be divided 
| new wat the city of Menlo Park’s 


new water Gepartment and the Rav- 
;enswood agency. 

That is all in the future. 

In anticipation of going into the 
water business, the city set up a wa- 
ter commission. 

It has 2!so formulated a set of 
regulations which will govern the 
operation of the city’s -water de- 
partment. These last are compiled 
from a model set of revulations 
Supplied by the American Water- 
wotks association, of which your 
city is 2 member; monuals delin- 
eating the experience of other ci- 
ties and this writer’s personal ex- 
perience with utilities manage- 
ment. 

The city, after considerable stu- 
dy of statistica' reports and other 
Gata, and consultations with public 
accountants, has set up a modern 
accounting system for the new wa- 
iter department, which will allow 
best possible billing service to the 
iMenlo Park Water department’s 
customers—of whom there will be

The city desired that the portion 
of the Willow Road district lying 
outside the city be served by agen- 
cies other than those of the Menlo 
Park water department, since it is 
not our desire to serve customers 
outside the city limits. 

The election which decided that 
the 20 per cent of the Willow Road 
district outside the city also had to 
be planned, legal notice had to be 
given, and other usual steps had to 
be taken. All of these took time. 

The city water department may be 
able to bill its new customers 
at the end of February, and it’s our 
belief that we will be able to supply 
them with the best of service in all 
other phases of water department 
operation as well.

Now Is Time to Consider Pruning Trees; 
Care, Artist's Touch Are Needed 


By TERRY LEE the smaller, pointed leaf bud. 

Cut by a bud that points out if 
you want to keep the inside of your 
tree open. 

Walk around your subject to keep 
it in balance. 

Begin with small cuts. taking out 
a whole branch only iif necessary. 

It’s amazing how much you can 
earn if you just look. 


Since you can hardly wade out in 
the garden, the kest thing to-do 
climb a tree and start pruning. 
Warm weather has made the trees 
bud early and it is time to prune. 

Cutting off the limb of a tree is 
not like cutting off your finger. 
Instead, ii is an invigerating pro- 
cess, which sends energy to the 
parts netdin , rejuvenaticn. In ef- 
fect, vou help the plant solve its 
strnegle for existence and turn its 
strength tewards growth.

Pruning is as important as disci- 
piine is to chi'dren. Ieft free and 
untended, all kinds of bad habits 
take over. The guiding princinle is 
to allow the plant (or child!) to as- 
sume its natural characteristics and 
merely thin cut weak, imperfect and 
interfering branches.

I have been out planting young 
seedlings of pansies, stock, snap- ¥ 
dragons and primula. The ground ~ 
is so wet I found it easier to plant 
if I put a handful of sand, mixed 
with a pinch of fertilizer, in each 
planting hole. 

Don’t forget to put out the snail 
bait! 


IMPORTANT RULE 


There is one very important rule 
about pruning: Make the cut just 
above a bud. Make the cut slant, 
and use a very sharp shears. 

The wood by a bud is growing 
most rapidly, and cuts will heal ov- 
er quickly. If you make a cut much 
above the bud, the stub will die back 
to the bud, leaving an open wound 
that invites decay and disease. 

Woed heals best in the spring , 
when the sap is rising and new 
growth is being made. The grow- 
ing tissue between the bark and 
wood rolls over the wood, finally 
joins in the center and covers the 
old wood. . 

This takes awhile when the cut is 
large, and a protective dressing 
should be applied, made of raw lin- 
seed oil and white lead. 

Fruit trees should be pruned now. 
I kelieve in light pruning from most 
trees. Crossed branches, diseased 
wood and water sprouts are all that

If you have been cleaning out the 
garage and found some left-over 
fertilizer, the best place to store it 
is in the ground. 

A feeding of trees, lawns, shrubs 
and young plants is beneficial, and 
with so much moisture, the food is 
readily available to the plants. 

Young trees should be fed in a cir- 
cle as wide as the branch spread.
